Wonderful Biplane Flight 


by an English Aviator 


HE REGAINS LOST LAURELS 


Rolls 
Distances Torpedo 
Boat 
De- 


stroyers That Accompany Him Each 


Way and Is Almost Ivlobbed by Tu- 


multuous Crowds Upoh Completing 


His Double Trip, Which Was Made 


In a Wright Machine Built In France 
Dover, Eng., June 3.—C. S. Rolls, 


the English aviator, last evening sur- 
passed all 
other 
channel 
nights, 


making the trip from here to Calais, 
and then Immediately recrosBlng In 
his biplane. The weather was per- 
fect and bis aeroplane worked fault- 
lessly. 
Great crowds viewed the 


flights from 
both 
shores. 
By his 


great feat he regained for England the 
laurels that English aviators had lost 
to Blerlot and De Lesseps. ' 


On both nights Rolls' machine trav- 


eled at great speed. 
When he left 


the English shore he made straight 
for the French side, and the crowds 
gathered on the cliffs could clearly 
follow his course for a distance of 
more than twenty miles or within a 
couple of miles of France. 


The landing on the French side was 


just long enough to run over the ma- 
chine and see that ail the parts had 
withstood the first flight. 
Then with 


a mighty cheer from the French au- 
dience that lined the shores, he head- 
ed his craft toward England and (lew 
In a low direct line for the 
Dover 


clills. 


Both going and coming Rolls dis- 


tanced the fleet of torpedo boat de- 
stroyers that accompanied him. 


When the airship settled down at 


the completion of the last leg of tho 
daring trip the aviator was given a 
tremendous ovation by. the joy-mad- 
dened crowd that acclaimed the res- 
toration of flying honors to England. 
Rolls was almost mobbed and with 
difficulty saved his craft from being 
Injured by the tumultuous crowds. 


The Englishman's aeroplane Is a 


Wright machine, built In France, 
with an American "Wright engine. The 
plane has two seats, giving accommo- 
dation for a passenger. 
Rolls will 


get the Rouat prize of $2500. 


For two weeks or so Rolls has been 


preparing for a double channel flight, 
and the Inhabitants of the - reach 
shore have been on the qul vive. 


Word was received that the start 


might be expected Thursday after- 
noon and thousands lined the cliffs, 
waiting for a glimpse of the plane. 
Thousands of the 60,000 people ol 
Calais went to the surrounding points, 
the fact that an Englishman was at 
last going to attempt the feat twice 
performed by Frenchmen attracting 
wide attention. 


When he glided to earth gracefully. 


Rolls declared that he was elated, hut 
would wasjf no lime in jubilation, as 
he hoped. If) resume the flight on the 
return trip. 


"It was a good flight," he said, "and 


things are just right for the second 
stage. The round trip,Is no more than 
my flight at Nice, when I covered fifty 
miles over tiie water all the way with- 
out a stop." 


In order to accomplish 
his 
feat, 


Rolls had to cover forty-two miles, 
which is twice the distance across the 
channel from Dover to Calais. 
The 


entire flight was made in ninety min- 
utes . 


Throughout his flight Rolls main- 


tained an altitude of 800 feet, where- 
as Blerlot had kept at a height of only 
300 feet above the sen level. 


Rolls is a captain in the London 


section of the army motor reserve. 
In his younger days he successfully 
competed in the sports of bicycling, 
automobiling and ballooning. On one 
occasion he was awarded a gold medal 
for his performance in the 1000 miles 
trial of 1900 in England.

IROUBLE IN 


RAISING'THE 


KATAHDIN 


Washington,, June 3—The naval of- 


ficers are having much more-trouble 
than was anticipated In raising,the 
harbor defence ram Katalidln, which 
was sunk'a week ago In the river,off 
Stump Neck, by shots from Indian 
Head. Since the ship filled and sank, 
a.week ago. Saturday, two of 
the 


navy yard tugs with powerful pumps 
have been working on the vessel, but 
as yet she has not been raised to the 
surface, the general opinion of the 
river men .being that sne has a big- 
ger hole in her .hull than the, naval 
officials are willing to admit. Satur- 
day last, when vessels coming to this 
city passed.the Katahdln, it looked as 
if the efforts- of; the working force 
would be successful and. the vessel 
floated. Her-.decks were then awash, 
and from appearances hut little more 
water needed to be removed to have 
them above tie .water. Vessel mas- 
ters arriving .here Wednesday stated 
that when they passed the vessel she 
tiad gone to the bottom again, and 
only a portion of her masts was show- 
ing above the water. Wrecking ap- 
pliances were about the sunken ship, 
and the indicatjoBS were that another 
effort was to be made to bring* her 
to the surface and to tne navy yard 
here for repairs. 


The Katahdin, it is stated, lies in 


shoal water inshore, out of :the path 
of navigation, so that tl>e vessels em- 
ployed in floating her are little, if 
any, disturbed by passing steamers or 
-•ailing vessels.

cbardisls incase ihe trunks ot the 
young trees with wrappers) of one k|nd 
or another, which extend a couple ol 
Inches Into the soil, or paint the Ir 
vvlib whitewash in which.a raihcr 
strong soluiion of carbolic acid lias 
been added, those precautions should 
not be allowed Hi lake the place of nu 
individual tree inspection. This Is besl 
doue by keeping all grass and weed:- 
hoed awny from the trunk of the tree, 
gelling dowu ou all fours and careful- 
ly scraping ibe burli for u couple ol 
Inches below the surface of Ibe ground 
whb n sharp knife, a curved bluded 
pruning knife being preferable.
